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Campaigner guilty of criminal damage to Chris Grayling's roof

After a morning of high 
drama, a judge has ruled 
that a New Fathers 4 Jus¬ 
tice campaigner was guilty 
of criminal damage when 
he staged a protest on the 
roof of the Secretary of 
State for Justice’s house 
last August. 

Martin Matthews, 47, 
of Middlemead Road, 
Bookham, told South East 
Surrey Magistrates’ Court 
in Redhill that he had put 
screws into the bitumen on 
Mr Grayling’s roof, but had 
pressed the holes flat before 
he got down. 


But after retiring for half 
an hour to consider his ver¬ 
dict, District Judge William 
Ashworth, ruled that he 
was guilty of criminal dam¬ 
age “albeit to a minor 
degree”. 

Prior to the trial yester¬ 
day morning Mr Matthews 
had staged another protest 
on the roof of the court 
house holding up a placard 
saying: “Chris Grayling 
foresake your iniquities”. 

But he came down before 
his trial was due to start, 
after the police promised 
not to arrest him. 

Four other campaigners, 
who had been protesting 
peacefully, were initially 
told by court staff they 
would not be allowed in. 


But Mr Matthews refused 
to take part in the trial if 
they were banned and the 
judge ruled that they 
should be allowed in. 

One of them, James Den¬ 
nis, who said he has not 
seen his three children for 
four years, camped outside 
David Cameron’s house in 
Oxfordshire at Christmas. 

He insisted the family 
courts are biased towards 
women and said: “Every 
day is like living the death 
of somebody. You can’t 
mourn them. It’s horren¬ 
dous. You’re in pain every 
single day you’re not seeing 
your kids.” 

The court heard police ev¬ 
idence gatherer Shane Hig¬ 
gins took photographs on 


Mr Grayling’s roof of holes 
in felt which the Crown 
claimed were made by 
Mr Matthews to attach 
banners. 

But he admitted he could 
not actually see the holes in 
the photographs he took. 

Mr Matthews told the 
court that he had put the 
screws into several layers 
of bitumen, and when he 
removed them pushed the 
bitumen flat again - ensur¬ 
ing there was no damage to 
the roof. 

He challenged anyone to 
produce any evidence of 
damage and criticised the 
decision to charge him over 
such a “trivial” thing. 

Mr Grayling’s gardener 
was at the court, but was 


not called to give evidence. 

Prosecution lawyer, Nick 
Wilson argued inserting 
the screws damaged the 
roof’s integrity. 

Mr Matthews’ lawyer 
Adam James argued there 
was no damage to the roof, 
and if there was it was not 
sufficient to meet the crite¬ 
ria for criminal damage. 

Delivering his verdict 
Judge Ashworth said: “I am 
sure the ability of the felt to 
protect the house from 
water has been compro¬ 
mised, albeit to a minor de¬ 
gree, due to the width of the 
screws I have seen.” 

Mr Matthews was fined 
£100 and ordered to pay 
£200 costs and a £20 victim 
surcharge.

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HEALTH: Alice Foster visited Epsom Hospital’s A&E department to see how it is coping with winter pressures 

Dedication beyond the call of duty 



Forward planning, flexibility 
and sheer hard work have 
been the key to coping with a 
huge increase in the number 
of people arriving at Epsom 
and St Helier’s accident and 
emergency (A&E) depart¬ 
ments staff told me last week. 

Following weeks of nation¬ 
al headlines about an un¬ 
precedented crisis in A&E 
departments nationally, I vis¬ 
ited Epsom Hospital’s A&E 
department to meet staff and 
witness what is happening. 

By then the pressure had 
eased considerably and the 
department seemed relative¬ 
ly quiet. 

Leading doctors, who have 
been on the front line during 
an exceptionally busy five- 
week period, paid tribute to 
staff who had gone beyond 
the ordinary call of duty to 
help ensure the situation 
never reached crisis point at 
either hospital. 

On Friday afternoon, A&E 
looked little busier than nor¬ 
mal. An elderly man lay on a 
bed behind a blue screen, 
a woman waited for an x-ray 
and another patient was wh¬ 
eeled in on a stretcher while 
nurses and doctors tended to 
other people on the ward. 

There were also spare beds 
in the department - some¬ 
thing that has not always 
been the case over the past 
few weeks and has led to 
the cancellation of some 
routine operations. 


Dr Annali Lawrenson, eme¬ 
rgency department consul¬ 
tant at the trust, explained 
what had been done to avert 
a crisis. 

She said having enough 
staff in the right places has 
been essential - a situation 
made more difficult by a flu- 
like virus that has not only 
added to the number of peo¬ 
ple coming through the 
doors, but has been affecting 
medical staff. 

In addition to filling the 
holes with agency staff, doc¬ 
tors and nurses have stayed at 
work longer than their con¬ 
tracted hours to ensure the 
department always coped. 

And extra staff have been 
brought in to work in key 
areas, such as resuscitation 
and paediatrics - part of a re¬ 
sponse plan drawn up before 
the winter pressure started 
to bite. 

She said a “particularly vir¬ 
ulent flu bug” has meant 
elderly, asthmatic and em¬ 
physema patients have come 
in with chest infections and 
needed admission. 

Dr Lawrenson said: “I think 
it has put a lot of pressure on 
the respiratory teams. But 
because we were prepared 
and had this plan. It made a 
big difference.” 

Although it took longer to 
find a bed for patients, she 
said everyone was seen, 
cared for and given the right 
treatment in much the same 
time as usual. 

Beds were made available 
in “day case” areas when 
necessary. Dr Lawrenson 
said: “That has had an unfor¬ 
tunate impact on some pa¬ 
tients having operations

cancelled, but I’m sure they 
understand when there is a 
very sick patient who needs 
abed.” 

The clinical commissioning 
groups also helped to free up 
beds in the hospitals by find¬ 
ing nursing home places, pro¬ 
viding carers or nurses at 
home and organising treat¬ 
ment such as IV at home. 

On Monday, January 5, 
the trust decided the situa¬ 
tion had become a “business 
continuity incident”, which 
means special arrangements 
are needed to maintain criti¬ 
cal services. 

But it fared better than 
nearby hospitals - Croydon 
University Hospital declared 
a “major internal incident” 
and Ashford and St Peter’s 
Hospitals Trust declared a 
“major incident”. 

The trust’s medical director 
and consultant paediatrician 
Dr Ruth Charlton tha- nked 
staff for their dedication and 
said managers also work im¬ 
mensely hard to co-ordinate 
the response in the hospital 
together with NHS England, 
healthcare commissioners 
and GP. 

She said: “The industry 
that sits behind what’s 
happening in A&E and 
monitors how hospitals 
are functioning is 
completely unknown and 
unrecognised. 

“Our staff have 
worked so hard over 
the past five weeks, 
we have to pay re¬ 
spect to their dedica¬ 
tion and the hard 
work and commit¬ 
ment and the fact they 
have been so flexible. 

Dr Lawrenson said: 
“Frequently they stay on 
over their allotted time, but it 
is not a requirement; they are 
handing over or they want to 
finish off the job they are 
doing.” 

Dr Charlton said the num¬ 
ber of patients had returned 
to normal over the past 
couple of days. 



INSIDE A&E 

Jakub Kudajczyk, 31, came into 
A&E after he could not sleep 
because of pain in his knee. 

Mr Kudajczyk said: 

“I have noticed over the 
course of the past couple 
of weeks mention in the news 
of A&Es being chock-a-block. 

“I did worry that maybe 
today was not the best time to 
come in, but actually it’s been 
amazing service and I got 
seen a lot quicker than 
expected.” 

Janet Giovinazzo, 67, from 
Epsom, fell down the stairs, 
twisted her knee, came into 
A&E and waited about an 
hour-and-a-half. 

Mrs Giovinazzo said: “They 
have always been as quick 
as they can. They can only do 
what they can do. The evening 
is different, this is during 
the day.” 

“They are understaffed 
obviously, as is everywhere. 
That’s where the money needs 
to go - staffing.” 

Michelle Carter, an emergency 
nurse practitioner on duty, said: 

“We get a lot more walking 
wounded coming in, especially 
with the wet weather and 
particularly the elderly. 

“I do think over this past 
week it’s been much, much 
better in A&E and I’m 
sure all this news about 
people staying away 
unless really necessary 
has had a huge 
impact.” 

There have also been 
flu-like illnesses going 
around among staff. 

She said: “You can 
have staff shortages, 
but then I think a lot 
of staff have been 
working extra hours 
themselves.”

IN COURT: 61 -year-old obsessed with eBay made £500,000 selling pirated films 

Knock-off DVD trader is jailed

A man in his 60s who became 
obsessed with eBay trading 
has been jailed for three 
years after making £500,000 
selling pirate DVDs from 
China. 

Trevor Pegg, 61, from 
Epsom, was found guilty of 
13 different counts - includ¬ 
ing participating in fraudu¬ 
lent business, possessing 
criminal property and unau¬ 
thorised use of a trademark - 
at Guildford Crown Court 
last month. 

Between 2010 and 2013, he 


sold knocked-off versions of 
popular DVDs including 249 
pirated copies of Disney’s 
Little Mermaid and Mrs 
Brown’s Boys on websites 
such as eBay and Play. 

Last Thursday he was sen¬ 
tenced at the crown court to 
three years in prison, half of 
which he will serve before 
being released on licence. 

Pegg’s barrister Rupert 
Hallowes told the court how 
at first he believed the im¬ 
ported DVDs were perfectly 
legitimate. 

But he continued to sell 
them even after he started re¬ 
ceiving complaints about 
them. 

Mr Hallowes said: “This 


defendant had developed a 
complete obsession with his 
eBay trading, which was con¬ 
suming every minute of 
every working hour. 

“He was completely ob¬ 
sessed with his status as a 
power seller. 

“When complaints about 
the items were made he paid 
the refunds and continued 
trading. 

“By the end the defendant’s 
thinking processes were com¬ 
pletely distorted. 

“He didn’t feel he could 
stop.” 

The court heard how Pegg 
had worked as a stocktaker 
for Safeways for 30 years, be¬ 
fore becoming self-employed 


and then pursuing his online 
DVD business. 

Pegg was a father-of-two 
children, aged 30 and 27, and 
married for 36 years. Mr Hal¬ 
lowes said Pegg suffers from 
hypertension, kidney disease 
and an enlarged prostate and 
that “a dramatic upsurge in 
his medical problems” com¬ 
bined with the death of his 
mother in 2012 coincided 
with the crimes. 

The court heard how Pegg 
only bought himself a sec¬ 
ond-hand Porsche that cost 
less than £10,000, and kept 
the rest of the money in his 
safe. 

Mr Hallowes said: “His 
wife did not notice any 


difference in the standard of 
their living.” 

The barrister said it was 
likely Pegg would lose his 
house, the cottage he inherit¬ 
ed from his mother and other 
assets to pay back the money. 

He said: “He is genuinely 
sorry of the impact his 
offending has had on his 
family. 

“He is utterly ashamed. He 
sits before your honour as a 
broken man.” 

Handing down his sentence, 
Judge Robert Fraser said: 
“You were obsessed with the 
business for its own sake. 

“If you had paused you may 
have come to your senses 
sooner.”

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New parking restriction fears 



Proposals: More parking restrictions could be on the cards 


Shape new 
town policies 

A Government inspector is to 
examine a new set of policies 
drawn up by Epsom Council 
that will help shape the bor¬ 
ough for many years to come. 

Architect Jacqueline 
Wilkinson will chair the pub¬ 
lic hearings on its draft devel- 
opmen policies, at Epsom 
town hall, starting at 10am 
on Wednesday, February 11. 
The hearings are expected to 
last for two or three days. 

Following a series of public 
consultation, Epsom Council 
has prepared a set of new 
policies that will form an im¬ 
portant part of its new local 
plan - which ensures new 
buildings and developments 
respect the heritage of the 
area, the greenbelt and statu¬ 
tory requirements from the 
Government are met. 

She will prepare and pub¬ 
lish a report. The council can 
then formally adopt them. 

Councillor Humphrey 
Reynolds, chairman of the 
council’s planning commit¬ 
tee, said: “These development 
management policies seek to 
achieve a greater focus on 
sustainable and higher-quali¬ 
ty development and to deliver 
greater community benefit 
than before.” 

A council spokesman said 
only those who have already 
made a formal request dur¬ 
ing the consultation process 
are due to be heard at the 
hearing.

Plans to introduce more park¬ 
ing regulations will damage 
our businesses and could kill 
off the high street. 

That is the warning from 
some of the retailers in 
Epsom High Street facing 
likely new restrictions on the 
north side of the street. 

Surrey County Council has 
been consulting with busi¬ 
nesses about the changes that 
it hopes would will free up 
traffic on the busy A24. 

Loading or unloading is al¬ 
ready banned on the south 
side of the street from Mon¬ 
day to Friday between the 
hours of 7.30am to 9.30am and 
4.30pm to 6.30pm, and on Sat¬ 
urdays between 8.30am and 
5.30pm. 

Now the council is propos¬ 
ing to ban loading and un¬ 
loading on the North side, 
with businesses there having 
to use the rear loading bays. 
However, some of those busi¬ 
nesses claim they do not have 
access to the bays or that 
their use is too restrictive. 

A number of businesses 
also complained to the Epsom 
Guardian last week about the 
current restrictions saying 
they or their suppliers have 
been ticketed for parking or 
loading and unloading. 

Saeed Hessaraki, company 


director of D and L Cleaners 
said: “We pay a large amount 
to the high street and they’re 
going to kill the small busi¬ 
nesses. Our opening hours 
mean we can’t load or unload 
outside of business hours and 
our suppliers can’t come 
when they’d need to because 


they’ll get tickets. 

“I understand why they 
have to restrict parking here 
but for loading and unloading 
it’s ridiculous.” 

The Epsom Guardian were 
told by D and L Cleaners, 
Mountain Warehouse, Mil¬ 
lets, Argos, JD shoes, Fat 


Face and Michael Everett and 
Co their associates and sup¬ 
pliers had been ticketed. 

A Mountain Warehouse em¬ 
ployee said: “We used to have 
deliveries coming in at a less 
busy time, but now they have 
to come in at 9.30am causing 
more disruption. 


“It just ends up being worse 
for the high street drivers. 

“You can’t just dictate times 
because the warehouse isn’t 
local anyway. It doesn’t work 
like that.” 

But a Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil spokesman said: “When 
vehicles park to load on the 
roads in Epsom town centre, 
it can cause congestion and 
serious delays to the thou¬ 
sands of vehicles that use the 
A24 at peak times. 

“We do listen to local busi¬ 
nesses when we introduce 
new parking restrictions, but, 
as the traffic authority, we 
also need to reduce conges¬ 
tion and try to keep traffic 
flowing.” 

Epsom town RA Councillor 
Neil Dallen also backed the 
changes: “I feel very positive 
about the changes we’re try¬ 
ing to make because they’ll 
improve traffic in and around 
the town centre, which is 
good for business. 

“We want to improve busi¬ 
ness and by doing this we’re 
going to. 

“All these shops have the 
opportunity through a con¬ 
sultation to voice opinion, 
which will be considered be¬ 
fore a decision is made.”

Wheelchair user asked to leave cinema as ventilator noise was ‘nuisance’ to customers

Staff at a cinema that made a 
man in a wheelchair leave 
because the sound 
of his life-saving ventilator 
was a “nuisance” are to be 
retrained in disabilities 
awareness. 

Duchenne muscular dys¬ 
trophy sufferer Richard 
Bridger was asked to leave 
the Odeon cinema, in 
Epsom’s Upper High Street 
on January 10, because six 
people who were watching 
Taken 3 in the same screen¬ 
ing as him and his carer had

complained about the noise 
from his ventilator. 

The 31-year-old from 
Epsom, who has extreme 
muscle weakness, needs to 
use his ventilator for at least 
18 hours a day to keep his 
carbon dioxide levels down. 

He left the cinema, without 
an apology or a refund, after 
a member of staff at the cine¬ 
ma told his carer people 
“were complaining that the 
ventilator was a nuisance” 
and said he should not to 
come to the cinema on Fri¬ 
day or Saturday evenings in 
future as it is “too busy”. 

The incident came just a 
week after volunteers from 
the Motor Neurone Disease 


Association were allowed to 
make collections at the cine¬ 
ma, which was screening the 
Theory of Everything, a film 
about scientist Stephen 
Hawking who is also con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair. 

Mr Bridger’s story pro¬ 
voked disgust and disap¬ 
pointment, with thousands 
of people reading the article 
on the Epsom Guardian’s 
website. 

On Friday, Richard 
Bridger’s father Steve said: 
“They have promised me 
that all their staff will be 
retrained in disabilities 
awareness. 

“They have made a dona¬ 
tion to Helen and Douglas 


House in Oxford, a respite 
home which Richard attends. 

“They are going to send 
Richard a chocolate hamper 
and give us complimentary 
tickets. 

“They have done every¬ 
thing they have promised. 
Apparently this went right to 
the CEO. 

“Now we want to raise 
awareness of disability.” 

In a statement, Jason Stan¬ 
ton, head of guest experience 
at Odeon, said: “Following 
our apology to Mr Bridger 
last week, we have reminded 
the team in the Epsom 
cinema of their disability 
awareness training and of 
the extensive policies and 


procedures we have in place 
to ensure all our disabled 
guests can enjoy the films of 
their choice.” 

Mr Bridger said he and 
his son had been over¬ 
whelmed by the level of in¬ 
terest their story had 
attracted and that Richard 
was “pleased that this has 
brought disability awareness 
to the forefront”. 

His father said: “Integra¬ 
tion of people with disabili¬ 
ties is just a priority really. 

“Richard hasn’t got long 
to live. He wants a normal 
life.”

Pregnant woman and 
her family attacked

A family who were violently as¬ 
saulted by a masked burglar - 
who kicked the pregnant 
daughter in the stomach - were 
due to appear on BBC’s Crime- 
watch programme last 
night. 

The Stiff family were the vic¬ 
tims of the violent burglary at 
their Kingswood mansion on 
the evening of Wednesday, 
November 12. 

Mother Catherine, in her 50s, 
and daughters Katie and Chloe, 
both in their 20s, were assaulted 
and threatened by a man who 
entered their home while they 
were watching television at 
about 5.45pm. 

Katie Stiff is pregnant with 
her first child, due next month. 

He forced the three women to 
remove their jewellery before 
violently assaulting them and 
forcing them to open a safe from 
which more high-value jew¬ 
ellery was stolen. 

In the BBC’s reconstruction, 
the man is seen shouting “get 
down” to the three women after 
entering the house and then di¬ 
recting them up the stairs, in a 
line, one behind the other.

The man appears to be 
holding a weapon to one of their 
backs and the women are also 
seen lying on the floor on their 
fronts crying. 

In the programme, Robert 
Stiff says the family moved to 
the house four years ago and 
they had been looking for a 
“real family home where we 
could all come into and really 
enjoy”. 

The family say the fact Katie 
Stiff is pregnant was the most 
traumatic part of the attack. 

Her mother Catherine says: 
“He went to Katie and booted 
her in her side, in her tummy 
where she was pregnant. I just 
thought ‘what’s going to happen 
to the baby’.” 

Her sister Chloe adds: “Al¬ 
though what happened on that 
night was traumatic, it’s the 


after-effect of what is left 
behind that’s even worse.” 

Mr Stiff calls the perpetrator 
“a coward”. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Antony Archibald, the senior 
investigating officer, said: “This 
was a horrifying ordeal for the 
family involved. They believed 
they were going to come to 
some serious harm. 

“It is every family’s worst 
nightmare. 

“The family’s eldest daughter 
was heavily pregnant at the 
time of the offence. 

“This did not seem to affect 
the intruder, who kicked her 
and her mother and sister in the 
stomach even after they had 
given into his demands. 

“I believe the family was 
specifically targeted because 
the burglars had very detailed 
demands and I am sure some¬ 
one will be able to piece all of 
these pieces together. 

“I would also urge anyone 
who has been offered any of the 
stolen items for sale or who 
knows a person who has sud¬ 
denly come into possession of 
such an item to provide 
information.”

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Your Cat is Unique... 


N ot too long ago, many of us 
were guilty of thinking of our 
cats as just smaller versions 
of pet dogs. 

After all - they are both mammals 
that we keep as domesticated 
pets - so surely they can’t be that 
different, can they? Well - actually 
- they really can! Thankfully, 
attitudes are now swiftly changing 
because our understanding and 
the depth of our knowledge 
about our feline companions has 
improved dramatically. We now 
know cats are not just small dogs, 
they are unique beings with varied 
and individual needs. So what 
does this actually mean for our 
pets, day-to day? Well, it means we 
need to celebrate and embrace 
the individuality of our feline 
companions in order to best cater 
for their unique requirements. 

Domestication - Feline is 

Very Different to Canine 

Unlike the dog, only 12,000 years 
ago there were no domestic cats 
and only around 30 species of 
wildcats. Even now, “domestic” 
cats could live fully independent 
lives if absolutely necessary. For our 
cats, this means they are just not 
domesticated on the same scale 
as the dog, who would not cope 
well without its owner’s full-time 
guidance and support. 

However, cats are well on their 
way to increased levels of 
domestication. Around 8000 years 
ago, there was a distinct genetic 
split between the DNA of wildcats 
and that of domestic cats. We 
now know that today’s domestic 
cat is capable of social behaviour- 
not only towards other cats but also 
towards humans. However, our pet 
cats are only able to display this 
sociability once their basic needs 
have been met (e.g. once they 
know they have access to water, 
food and safe places to shelter, 
hide and toilet). 

So today’s pet cats are still solitary 
and territorial at heart but once 
they know their resources are 
guaranteed they can express their 
social traits. Ultimately, what this 
means is a cat needs a sense of 
security before it can express its 
emotions. On the contrary, a pet 
dog in an unfamiliar situation would 
look for human 
contact first, to ask

Not only are cats at a unique stage in 
the domestication process, nutritionally, 
cats have truly individual needs as well. 
Cats are highly specialised carnivores. 
Unlike the dog, cats could not survive 
on a vegetarian diet and they have 
requirements for specific amino acids 
(found in proteins) that are much 
narrower than a dog’s requirements. 

Until nutritionally complete feline diets 
came onto the pet food market, cats 
were not fully catered for by humans 
and still had to hunt in order to fulfil 
their demanding nutritional needs. 
This is one of the reasons why many 
domestic cats still have their natural 
drive to hunt today - not all that long 
ago it was still a necessary survival 
technique for them. 

Your Cat’s Amazing Physicality 

Cats also have many anatomical 
adaptations that allow them unique 
flexibility and a physicality just not seen 
in most other mammals. One of these 
interesting adaptations includes a lack 
of the collar bone, meaning the cat’s 
forelegs have no bony attachment to 
their skeleton. This is partly why the cat 
is so flexible (and good at balancing 
on narrow fence panels without 
falling off)! Another example of feline 
anatomical adaptation includes their 
retractable claws which are kept 
sharp by being sheathed unless the 
cat extends them in order to hunt or 
fight.

ASK THE VET 



Royal Canin vet Catherine-Mary Howard 
answers some of your pet health questions. 

Q ls it best to feed my cat two fixed meals per day or can 
I leave her food down and let her graze on it all day? 

A The correct answer really depends on how well your 
cat maintains her ideal body weight and whether or 
not you choose to fed her a wet or dry food. If your 
cat is lean, maintains her body weight well and is not prone to weight gain, it is ok to 
leave dry food down for her to graze on all day, as long as you don’t continuously 
top the bowl up and only put down a measured daily ration once per day. If your 
cat is overweight, greedy or prone to weight gain, it is better to feed her 2 (or more) 
meals per day (that you have weighed out), to minimise the risk of her overeating, 
or eating all the food in one sitting and becoming hungry again towards the end of 
the day. If you feed wet food, spoilage can become an issue, so you should pick 
up and dispose of anything that your cat doesn’t eat after the first hour, regardless. 


Q Surely all pet foods cannot differ too much - why can’t I feed my dog and cat 
the same diet? 

A We would never recommend feeding your cat a diet designed for dogs, or vice 
versa. Cats have much more specific nutritional requirements than dogs and 
they are strict carnivores. If you feed a cat dog food you risk causing serious 
nutritional deficiencies. If you feed a dog cat food in the majority of cases the food will 
contain more protein (and often also more fat) than the dog actually requires. We would 
always recommend sticking to a specific diet designed for each pet’s species and age.

International design and 
engineering company Atkins 
got the green light last week 
to build a new HQ building in 
Epsom. 

The modern three-storey 
construction, will be made 
from recycled materials 
whenever possible and will 
feature an impressive glass¬ 
faced entrance hall. It will be 
surrounded by a large recre¬ 
ational field. 

The new 1,000 workspace 
building at the company’s 
Woodcote Grove site will re¬ 
place its current premises, 
which was built in the 1960s 


and has been described as 
“totally inadequate” as a cen¬ 
tre of operations for a multi¬ 
national company. 

Permission was given unani¬ 
mously by Epsom and Ewell 
Council last Thursday, on con¬ 
dition that there is a thicker 
treeline to protect Squirrel’s 
Way residents and limitation 
on car park lights to protect 
against light pollution. 


Construction will begin this 
summer, and is scheduled for 
completion by next autumn. 
It will be in use by 2017 when 
the existing offices will be 
demolished. 

The total cost of the project 
is still not known as contracts 
are still being drawn up. 

The new headquarters 
should be a lot more en¬ 
vironmentally friendly and 


economical to operate as the 
materials used and exact po¬ 
sition and orientation have 
been selected to provide the 
best possible combination of 
daylight, natural ventilation, 
efficiency and flexibility. 

Steve Tasker, Atkins pro¬ 
ject director for the Woodcote 
site, said: “It was good to hear 
from the local residents and 
we took the things they said 
seriously and we look to ac¬ 
commodate the things that 
they said into the scheme. 

“I was also very pleased 
with the unanimous decision 
and delighted by some of the 
language used by the mem¬ 
bers of the council with re¬ 
gards to the way the 
information was presented 
and how it had been benefi¬ 
cial to their decision.” 


Terminal exposure to 
asbestos a mystery 


An Epsom Council worker 
who died from an asbestos- 
related cancer was most like¬ 
ly exposed to the substance 
although it is not known how, 
a coroner has ruled. 

Valerie Smith, 61, of Hol¬ 
man Court, in Church Street, 
Ewell, died last April of 
mesothelioma after working 
for Epsom Council for 23 
years. 

Mesothelioma is a rare type 
of cancer that affects the 
lungs and abdomen, caused, 
in most cases, by exposure to 
asbestos. 

Miss Smith believed she 
was exposed to asbestos 
while working for the coun¬ 
cil, when she was based in its 
parks and recreation depart¬ 
ment at the Rainbow leisure 
centre from 1992 to 1995. 

And she believed this expo¬ 
sure caused her disease - 
something that Epsom Coun¬ 
cil has always denied. 

Concluding an inquest into 
her death held at Woking 
Coroner’s Court last week, 
Coroner Martin Fleming 
recorded a narrative verdict 
of death by mesothelioma. 

He said: “It is more likely 
than not that she was ex¬ 
posed to asbestos, although 
the source of her exposure 
remains unknown.” 

An Epsom Council spokes¬ 
man said afterwards Miss 
Smith had been a “valued 
member of staff” at the town

hall and that the “coroner 
concluded there was no find¬ 
ing that Valerie was exposed 
to asbestos in her work with 
the council”. 

But Miss Smith’s sister 
Diane Brighton remained 
convinced that she was. 

She said: “Unfortunately 
due to timeframes of 25 to 30 
years ago, records and exact 
details have been difficult/ 
impossible to obtain. 

“We feel we have done all 
that is asked, and retained 
pride and dignity for 
Valerie.”

A wealthy private members club 
has shocked staff and residents by 
starting redundancy consulta¬ 
tions with staff - despite planning 
a swanky £24m redevelopment. 

The surprise announcement 
comes just months after the Royal 
Automobile Club (RAC) filed 
plans to create a luxury spa, a mo¬ 
toring heritage wing, a golf driv¬ 
ing range, plus a new children’s 
area including a swimming pool at 
its site in Woodcote Park, Epsom. 

Now it is looking at making nine 
redundancies at the country club 
with another 12 at its clubhouse in 
Pall Mall, central London. 

An employee at the club, who 
asked to remain anonymous, said 
staff members were shocked by 
the announcement as many had 
worked there for decades. 

He said: “It will ruin nine peo¬ 
ple’s lives. How can they request a 
£20m master plan and save money 
on employment?” 

Michael Bedingfield, head of 
marketing at Woodcote Park, told 
the Epsom Guardian: “We have 
embarked on a restructuring that 
may result in a small number of 
redundancies. 

“At this stage there may be a

reduction of up to nine positions 
of over 200 appointments at Wood¬ 
cote Park.” 

In a letter to staff, the club said it 
needs to create a “more efficient 
structure” and make cost-savings 
to deliver high standards to mem¬ 
bers and maintain competitive 
pay and benefits for employees. 

It said: “It not an exercise in sim¬ 
ply looking to increase profits, but 
rather we need to protect our rev¬ 
enues for the benefit of all.” 

But Mr Bedingfield denied that 
the restructuring was to “save 
money” and said: “It’s to improve 
members’ services.” 

When asked about rumours that 
some redundancies could be made 
in the golf area, the 19 Hole bar 
and kitchen, he said: “We’re not 
that far into the process yet.” 

A consultation with staff is 
under way at the club and those 


selected for redundancy may be 
considered for alternative vacan¬ 
cies at the club. 

Councillor Liz Frost, who repre¬ 
sents Woodcote ward on Epsom 
Council, said: “It seems a little 
strange. Obviously if there are 
going to be redundancies in 
Epsom I’m very concerned about 
that. It could have quite an impact 
on people in this area. I’m 
surprised because if they want to 
redevelop the site then by implica¬ 
tion you would be expecting there 
to be more employment.” 

The club has also controversial¬ 
ly asked for permission to build 
two homes on greenbelt land on 
the Ridge, claiming it needs the 
money to restore a Grade II listed 
wall and gardeners’ cottage. 

The planning application is due 
to be heard by Epsom Council's 
planning committee on March 12.

Media network helps 
bring £ 16 k pup home

A rare lilac bulldog worth £16,000 
has been reunited with her owner 
after being dognapped three 
months ago. 

The thief, posing as a buyer, 
snatched the puppy, called Lila, 
and allegedly attacked her family 
at their home in Tadworth in 
October. 

After a police appeal and the ar¬ 
rest of five men, the then eight- 
week-old puppy was found last 
Thursday night in Oxfordshire. 

Detective Constable Eloise Lock, 
investigating officer, said: “This 
story proves just how much a part 
the public, the media and social 
media can help with our investiga¬ 
tions, as without it we may not 
have found her. 

“For that we cannot thank the 
public enough. We had a number of 
calls with information about where 
Lila might be after the coverage in 
regional and national media. 

“As a direct result of the appeal, 
we attended an address in the Wan¬ 
tage area of Oxfordshire where we 
found her and thankfully reunited 
her with her owner that night.” 

Police were told a man expressed 
an interest in buying the puppy 
and visited the dog breeder’s home 


on October 17. When he was given 
Lila to hold, he allegedly assaulted 
a relative of the dog breeder and 
ran out of the property. 

A 29-year-old woman from the 
Wantage area has been arrested on 
suspicion of handling stolen goods 
and bailed until a later date. 

Two men aged 25 and three oth¬ 
ers aged 24,26 and 27, from Oxford, 
have been arrested on conspiracy 
to commit robbery and have been 
released on bail until February 19 


and 20 pending further enquiries. 

Detective Constable Eloise Lock 
added: “Although Lila has now 
been found, I would still ask any¬ 
one who has any more information 
about this case to contact us with 
anything they think would help 
with the investigation.”

Agent predicts a good 2015 for property market 


The new year is predicted to herald 
the start of a prosperous period 
for the local property market, 
with both the sales and lettings 
expected to reach new heights.

Lofty ambitions 



Julia Gray takes gives five great 
tips to help you insulate your loft 

1) Insulating an uninsulated loft 
could save you around £250 a 
year for a detached house, £150 
for a semi and £140 for a mid- 
terraced house, according to 
the Energy Saving Trust 
(energysavingtrust.org.uk). 

Before you start, check for 
things like damp and rot in the 
loft. If you spot anything that con¬ 
cerns you, call in an expert, unless 
you'reconfident you can deal with 
it yourself. 

2) Mineral wool insulation is often 
used in lofts, but it can irritate the 
skin, throat and eyes (unless en¬ 
cased in foil), so wear gloves, gog¬ 
gles, a dust mask and overalls 
when fitting it. 

You may prefer eco alternatives, 
such as insulation made from 
sheep's wool or recycled newspa¬ 
pers or plastic bottles - try B&Q. 

3) Before buying insulation, mea¬ 
sure the floor joists in the loft and 
try to get insulation the same 
width or bigger - cut it with a saw 


when it's rolled up to make life 
easier. 

The first layer of insulation 
should be laid between the joists, 
with a second layer on top, laid at 
90 degrees, up to the required 
depth (see below). When joining 
pieces of insulation, butt them to¬ 
gether. 

4) The recommended depth for 
mineral wool insulation is usually 
27cm, but this may vary for other 
types of insulation, so check the 
packaging or direct with the man¬ 
ufacturer. 

You don't have to start from 
scratch if you already have insula¬ 
tion (in good condition) in place - 
just put the new stuff on top. 

5) If you want to use the loft for 
storage, you'll need to board it, 
but don't put boards directly on 
top of the insulation because they 
will compress it and make it less 
effective. 

Instead, use loft legs, which 
raise the boards above the 
insulation so it's not compressed, 
or rigid insulation, which can't be 
compressed. 


Switch on to heat saving 


Service or replace the boiler. For 
your home's boiler to work well, 
it needs to be serviced annually 
by a Gas Safe Register 
(gassaferegister.co.uk) engineer. 
Insulate or replace the hot-water 
cylinder. Some cylinders for 
boilers come with a thick layer of 
built-in insulation, but 
lots of us have older 
cylinders that ben¬ 
efit from being fit¬ 
ted with an 
insulation jacket. Try 
Mangers Cylinder 
Jacket (£14.58, B&Q), 
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Insulate pipes By insulating hot 
pipes, you prevent heat loss. Use 

pre-scored foam tubes. 
Upgrade the radiators 
and valves. To ensure 
your radiators are work¬ 
ing well, bleed them with 
a radiator key or 
small screw- 


which is 180mm thick.

the heating is off and the radiators 
are cold), depending on the type of 
valve. 

Stay in control. Smart systems, which 
enable you to control your heating 
from your smartphone or tablet via 
an app, are all the rage. One of the 
newest is therM, which is compatible 
with any heating system with a ther¬ 
mostat.

“Rather than looking 
down the table, we prefer 
to look up.” 

He added: “We played re¬ 
ally well in the first half 
[at Billericay], but their 
keeper made some great 
saves, and early in second 
half they’ve crashed one 
in from 30 yards.” 

Brady has no injury con¬ 
cerns ahead of this week¬ 
end’s game.

After winning their first ever 
game on an artificial surface, 
Sutton & Epsom head coach 
Jeff Parsons has hailed his 
plastic fantastic stars. 

Sutton ran out 26-7 winners 
at Brighton to maintain j 
their push for promotion out' 
of London Division One 
South. 

A downpour on the morn¬ 
ing of the game left the south 
coast’s pitch unplayable, 
leading to a moment of histo¬ 
ry for Sutton. 

However, they rose to the 
plastic challenge and tries 
from Ian Knott, George Lon¬ 
don, Matt Whitaker and Jak 
Martin, plus Sam Hurley’s 
conversions, sealed the win. 

Parsons said: “The boys 
coped well with difficult cir¬ 
cumstances after a heavy 
downpour two hours before 
kick-off and we had to play 
on the artificial 4G pitch. 

“The advantage was that 
the surface suited our run¬ 
ning style of rugby, however 
it was a very narrow pitch. 

“Although Brighton put in 
a good effort, we could have 
won by more had the pitch 
been wider.” 

Whitaker, who has been out 
of action for 15 months with a 
head injury, bagged his fifth 
try in as many games, earn¬ 
ing plaudits from his coach. 

Parsons said: “Matt is a 
great captain and it’s a mas¬ 
sive boost for the team to 
have him back. 

“He does not do a lot of
